There  can  be  little  doubt  that  these  two  gold  coins  are  issues  of 
Eunus/Antiochus.  Making  allowance  for  the  rather  crude  style  of  the  coins, 
there  is  much  similarity  in  the  portrats  on  all  the  coins.  They  must  represent 
Eunus  himself  in  the  guise  of  a Seleucid  King.  There  is  no  need  to  look  for  a 
particular  prototype  as  Manganaro  does.  Certainly  Tryphon  would  not  have 
been  taken  as  the  model  as  Manganaro  suggests,  since  he  only  reigned 
from  142-139  BC  and  his  coins  would  hardly  have  been  commonly  seen  in 
Sicily  within  a year  or  two  of  his  death.  In  any  case  the  organized  slave- 
pirates  of  Cilicia  had  developed  with  the  encouragement  of  Tryphon  with 
Rome’s  tacit  blessing,  and  he  would  hardly  have  been  celebrated  by  those 
who  were  suffering  as  a result  of  his  policy.  A final  and  I think  telling  link 
between  the  neimed  bronze  and  the  “anonymous"  gold  is  the  unusual  use  of 
C.  instead  of  Z in  both  BACI  on  the  bronzes  and  d>lAinnOC  on  the  gold.  The 
finding  spots  of  both  gold  staters  was  apparently  the  region  of  Morgantina. 

Thus  we  are  in  the  exciting  position  of  discovering  the  only  ancient  coin 
portrait  of  a slave  and  a usurper  against  the  Roman  Republic.  Perhaps  a 
coin  of  Spartacus  too  awaits  discovery  although  this  coin  is  just  as 
important. 

Sicily  in  the  second  century  BC  was  a very  rich  province  with  wealthy 
landlords  farming  large  estates  on  the  rich  arable  land  in  the  east  of  the 
island.  It  was  also  a refuge  for  runaway  slaves  from  the  mainland  who  often 
joined  the  endemic  brigandage  which  was  a normal  way  of  life  for  some  of 
the  herdsmen  in  the  more  mountainous  regions.  Most  of  the  agricultural  work 
was  done  by  slaves  who  were  kept  in  chain  gangs  in  barrack  huts.  Slaves 
were  cheap  - Rome  had  conquered  Spain,  Greece,  Asia  and  Africa;  in  167 
BC  150,000  Epirots  were  sold  into  slavery  in  a single  operation.  Slave- 
piracy  was  promoted  as  state  policy  and  the  slave  market  on  Delos  could 
turn  over  10,000  slaves  a day.  Many  slaves  in  Sicily  at  this  time  were  from 
Syria  and  the  island  was  also  the  refuge  of  many  Jews  and  Chaldeans 
expelled  from  Rome  in  140  BC.  w> 

The  slave  Eunus,  a Syrian  from  Apamea.  who  may  possibly  have  been  an 
illigitimate  son  of  Antiochus  the  Great,  belonged  to  Antigenes  of  Enna,  a 
Sicilian  Greek.  Most  of  the  slave  owners  on  Sicily  at  the  time  were  Roman 
Equites.  Eunus  was  widely  known  locally  as  a magician  and  wonder  worker, 
learning  the  future  from  visions  of  the  Syrian  goddess  Atargatis.  Among 
these  visions  was  one  where  the  goddess  announced  that  one  day  he 
would  be  king-  news  which  he  told  both  his  fellow  slaves  and  his  master 
Antigenes,  who  found  this  so  amusing  that  he  produced  his  slave  for  his 
guests  entertainment  at  dinner  parties.  When  Antigenes  guests  asked  how 
they  would  be  treated  upon  Eunus’  predicted  kingship,  he  said  what  he  later 
did  and  “spared  those  who  were  kind  to  him"  and  butchered  the  rest  of  the 
slave  owners. 


Eventually,  after  several  years  of  intermittent  warfare,  full  scale 
insurrection  broke  out  in  135  BC.  The  rebels  were  a mixed  lot-  runaways 
from  Italy,  wild  herdsmen  from  the  hills,  native  born  Sicilian  slaves, 
Chaldeans  and  Jews,  some  of  whom  may  have  fought  for  Simon 
Maccabaeus,  and  Spanish  guerillas  who  had  fled  when  the  Romans 
murdered  their  nationalist  leader.  But  above  all,  a strong  contingent  of 
Cilician  and  Syrian  slaves,  many  of  whom  had  been  free  men  before  being 
captured  by  pirates  and  sold.  The  libereL  upbringing  of  free  men  grafted  onto 
the  slaves  condition  at  its  worst  gave  the  revolt  its  dangerous  threat  to  the 
status  QUO. 

The  spark  that  brought  the  revolution  into  flaming  reality  was  a group  of 
house-slaves  who  had  been  driven  to  desperate  action  by  Damophilus  and 
Megallis  who  were  rich  Siceliot  ranchers.  They  treated  their  slaves  very 
poorly.  In  the  early  spring  of  135  Eunus  lead  400  slaves  who  were  gathered 
outside  the  city.  They  took  an  oath  and  gave  sacrifices  in  order  to  have  the 
resolve  to  take  Enna.  When  the  revolutionaries  entered  Enna,  they  were 
joined  by  other  slaves  who  then  murdered  their  masters.  Damophilus  and 
Megallis  who  hid  in  the  house  just  outside  the  city  were  quickly  captured  by 
the  former  slaves  and  brought  to  the  theater  for  trial.  The  speech  Damophilus 
was  allowed  in  his  defense  was  literally  cut  short  by  Hermias  and  Zeuxis 
who  butchered  him  on  the  spot  before  a verdict  could  be  reached. 

Immediately  after  this  Eunus  was  proclaimed  king  by  the  assembly  and 
took  the  name  Antiochus.  He  declared  all  his  subjects  to  be  “Syrians".  His 
two  closest  fellow-conspirators  took  the  names  Hermias  and  Zeuxis  who 
had  been  ministers  of  Antiochus  III.  The  Syrian  woman  with  whom  Eunus- 
now  Antiochus-  kept  company  was  made  queen.  Eunus  was  intent  on 
constructing  a Seleucid-like  empire  in  Sicilyl 

The  next  step  was  to  free  all  the  slaves  from  the  barracks  in  the  vicinity 
and  arm  all  6000  of  them.  All  prisoners  had  been  executed  except  the 
armorers  and  blacksmiths.  After  some  early  successful  brushes  with  what 
forces  the  local  authorities  could  produce,  the  rebels  now  numbered  10,000. 
A second  revolt  broke  out  in  the  west  of  the  island  under  a Cilician  bandit 
named  Cleon,  who  captured  Agrigentum.  The  Romans  delighted  in  the  fact 
that  there  were  now  two  slave  armies  and  expected  them  to  exterminate 
each  other  in  a war  for  supremacy.  This  shows  how  little  the  Romans  knew 
what  was  happening  on  the  island  before  the  revolt.  Eunus  and  Cleon  had 
been  in  communication  and  the  attack  on  Agrigentum  had  been  jointly 
planned.  When  they  joined  forces,  Cleon  became  (Eunus)  Antiochus’ 
devoted  lieutenant.  Eunus  now  had  70,000  followers  and  turned  to  taking 
other  towns.  First  to  fall  was  Tauromenium,  then  Catania  and  other  un-named 
towns.  Morgantina  was  also  theirs  although  a siege  of  Syracuse  failed  while 
Messana  was  never  part  of  the  revolt.

CRUSADERS 

In  the  13th  century  the  fourth  Crusade  went  disastrously  wrong.  Rather 
than  battling  the  forces  of  Islam,  the  Crusade  diverted  to  Constantinople 
which  it  attacked  and  captured,  crippling  the  Christian-Byzantine  empire. 
Western  crusaders  seized  Byzantine  land,  particularly  in  Greece.  Their 
chief  centers  were  the  principality  of  Achaia  and  the  Duchy  of  Athens 
where  the  rulers  maintained  brilliant  courts.  At  one  famous  tournament  in 
1305  a thousand  Frankish  knights  from  Greece  feasted  and  jousted  with 


one  another  and  with  famous  knights  from  Western  Europe  tor  20  days. 
Wars  were  frequent  with  one  another,  the  Byzantines,  Turks,  Slavs,  pirates 
and  bandits.  Ultimately  these  medieval  states  fell  to  their  own  ruthless 


mercenaries  in  the  14th  century.

Born  Tiberius  Claudius  Caesar  Germanicus  to  Messalina  and  the 
emperor  Claudius,  February  11,  42  AD.  His  name  was  changed  to 
Britannicus  after  his  father's  victories  in  Britain.  Britannicus'  mother 
Messalina  was  executed  by  Claudius  and  he  married  Agrippina  Junior  and 
adopted  her  son  Nero.  Not  long  after  this  Agrippina  most  likely  disposed  of 
Claudius  and  it  wasn't  long  after,  in  55  AD,  at  a dinner  given  for  a group  of 
young  nobles,  that  Britannicus  was  poisoned  and  died.  The  night  of  his 
death  his  body  was  taken  to  the  Plain  of  Mars  and  burned.  Also  poisoned 
at  the  same  dinner  was  Britannicus'  close  friend  Titus  who  survived  to 
subjugate  Judaea  and  become  sole  emperor  of  Rome  from  79-81  AD. 


The  coins  of  Britannicus  were  not  Issued  as  Harold  Mattingly  at  the 
British  Museum  once  thought,  In  54-55  AD,  but  Instead  were  special 
medallic  sestertii  produced  In  small  quantities,  possibly  as  presentation 
pieces,  by  Britannicus'  childhood  friend,  Titus,  on  the  25th  Anniversary  of 
his  death.  Proof  of  this  lies  not  only  in  the  artistic  style  but  also  because  of 
the  very  interesting  choice  of  reverse  type.  Remember,  Britannicus'  body 
was  cremated  on  the  Plain  of  Mars  and  the  reverse  of  this  coin  exhibits  a 
walking  Mars,  certainly  no  coincidence.  Another  very  important  fact  is  that 
Britannicus  was  a junior  emperor  to  Nero.  It  is  quite  impossible  for  there  to 
be  Roman  mint  sestertii  of  the  junior  emperor  Brftannicus  and  no  youthful 
portraits  in  sestertii  or  middle  bronze  of  the  emperor  Nero  though  denarii 
and  aurei  of  the  youthful  Nero  are  not  considered  rare.  A sestertius  of 
Britannicus  is  one  of  the  greatest,  amost  fabled  rarities,  of  the  Roman 
series.  Only  8 coins  of  two  basic  types  are  recorded  with  most  of  the 
examples  in  only  fair  condition  and  of  dubious  authenticity.  This  coin  with 
a jade-green  and  brown  patina  is  unquestionably  authentic  and  the  finest 
known  example.

Pantaleimon  was  court  physician  to  the  emperor  Galerius.  From  a life  of 
indulgence  he  was  converted  by  a Christian  friend.  During  the  reign  of 
Diocletian  he  was  imprisoned  and  severely  tortured  before  being  beheaded 
in  Bithynia  in  304  AD.,  this  saint  day  in  the  Greek  Orthodox  Church  is  July
